HIS MAJESTY HAS OFTEN NAR- 
ROWLY ESCAPED DEATH. 


' Although He Has Only Once Been 
Shot at by a Would-Be Assassin, 
Edward VII. Has.Come Near Be- 
ing Killed by Accident—Windlass 
on Ship Broke ‘Just After He Moved 
Away—Close Call From Typhoid. 


The .King has had quite an alarm- 
ing number of narrow eseapes from 
death; so often has he been in dire 
peril that one begins to believe that 
the sovereign beurs a charmed exist- 
ence! 

Only one attempt at assassination 
‘has been made upon His Majesty, and 
that, luckily, proved unsuccessful. 
The dastardly assussin was'a youth 
hamed Sipiuy, hait impecile 
mind hau become iuubued with the 
idea that he hud been ordained to ‘‘set 
things right,’ us une times were ‘out 
of joint.” The uniortunate young fel- 
low had read muca pernicious litera- 
ture containing libels upon our royal 
family and upon tne naval and mili- 
tary authorities. It was in the mem- 
orable year 1/00, when England was 
at war with tne Boers. ‘she King, 
who was at that time Prince of Wales 
and heir to the throne, wus passing 
through Brussels on his way to Den- 
mark, and the fanatical Sipido con- 
trived, through the carelessness of 
the station uuthorities, to guin access 
to the platform. As the royal train 
began to move out from the station 
the young assassin leapt on to the foot- 
board and, uruwing a revolver, lev- 
elled it at the head of the Prince of 
Wales, firing two shots in rapid guc- 
cession. Both bullets. miraculously 
missed the prinee, embedding them- 
selves in the woodwork of the saloon. 
The shots were, fired at so short a 
range that the escape of the prince 
can only be regarded as miraculous. 

The King, while lunching aboard 
H.M.S. Sultan, was one day watching 
with much interest the proceedings of 
the sailors in connection with the trial 
of a new gun. After regarding the 
proceedings for some time the King 
casually stepped back a few paces. 
The very second that the King moved 
the windless broke away, the handle 
revolving with tremendous rapidity 
in the exact spot where His Majesty 
had been standing. Sir Claude de 
Crespigny, who witnessed the affair, 
says, ‘Had the King not moved away 
a second earlier he would certainly 
have been struck and killed by that 
murderous handle!” ~ 

No man ever had a narrower escane 
from death by typhoid than His Ma- 
jesty, in the latter part of the year 
1871. For days the prince lay uncon- 
scious, stricken by .the terrible dis- 
ease, and Queen Victoria journeyed 
post-haste from Scotland to Sandring-

On the first day ‘of December the 
prince rallied, and the hones of the 
nation brightened. only to be dashed 
to the sround by the news of. a ser- 
ious relanse, on which oceasion hope 
was finally abandoned, the whole of 
the rovel family heing summoned to 
the bedside. To the astonishment of 
the eminent physicians the prince still 
lingered on, end ultimately, to the 
joy of the nation, he completely re- 
covered. 

The serious illness of the King pre- 
vious to his coronation will be remem- 
bered by ell, and no one will ever for- 
get the deep svmpathy and anxiety 
that perveced the whole Empire. 

As is well known, King Edward is 
an ardent sportsman. While tier 
and elephant-hunting in India His 
Majesty had many hairbreadth es- 
capes. On one occasion the King was 
making his way through the thick 
undergrowth of a Ceylon jungle, when 
he was startled by a _ tremendous 
crashing of branches close at hand. 
Almost before he: could cock his rifle 
an elephant burst through the dense 
trees and charged thunderously down 
upon the King. Instead of endeayor- 
ing to escape, our sovereign coolly 
pointed his piece et the head of the 
monster and took («liberate aim. The 
shot struck the elephant, and, al- 
though it did not immediately kill the 
animal, it caysed the great creature 
to swerve aside within a few feet’ of 
His Maiestv. Had it not been for 
that cool shot the King must have 
been maneled beyond recognition by 
those ponderous feet and deadly 
gleaming tusks! ; 

On another »oceasion a large tiger 
sprang sudderly from a thicket on ‘to 
the back of the elephant which the 
King was riding, and made frartic 
lefforts to get at His Majesty. The 
cloth on which the howdah rested was 
‘completely torn away. the tiger thrs 
‘slipping to the ground with the tet- 
itered cloth. Had the ferocious anim] 
succeeded in getting into that howdah 
there would have been very little left 
of our sporting King. 

Perhaps the most recent escape of 
King Edward was on the occasion of 
his visit to Sir Thomas Lipton abo»rd 
‘one of the famous ‘Shamrocks. The 
great steel mast suddenly snapped 
under the tremendous strain of the 
éanvas, falling within a foot of His 
Majesty. who was strolling on deck 
at the time. It was perhaps the nar- 
rowest escape from instant death that 
he ever experienced. '

One of the late Uord Keivin’s stv- 
dents’ at the University of Glasgow 
writes of some of the old scieutist’s 
peciliarities: “To those who attended 
the natural philosophy class ot Glas: 
gow university Lord Kelvin, or, rather, 
Sir Billy (for to that "length our ir- 
reverent love of the genial olf man 
would. &o), is, cherished memoty—a 
meniory of a great, mah who guve ‘ar. 
ticulate > stiape to the. thoughts. that 
wander through eternity.’ His appeal 
to our humorous faeuities was due. 
partly to. some personal peculiarities. 
partly to the sublimely uncons¢tous 
use of very familiar objects and. ex. 
tremely colloquial phrases to illustrate 
his great thoughts on great things. 
Never blessed with, powers of clear 
enunciation, he hud a way of. wrestling 
with certain words and giving them a 
prolonged rolling intonation that added 
point to thosé unintentionally. humor- 
ous observations which he was ever 
making and for which, thoughtless yet 
not wholly unlovable crew that we 
were, we were ever looking. Let me 
cite soine examples. Leeturing on the
